—The queftion then is, does the prefent meafure give any new 
facility for the introduétion of a general land tax? [f the mea- 
fure did give any new facility for employing the fubftantial re-

The meafure to be propofed, however, poffefles no fuch re- 
tottmendation.

Parliament 
now has the undoubted right to raife more than four fhillings 
in the pound on the Jand, and what greater authority would 
it acquire were the prefent redeemed? If the whole were to be

There is one objeStion, however, which is partly connected 
with the detail of the meafure, and partly applics as a general 
objection. ‘This regards the option to be given in the fecond 
inttance to‘become a purchafer-of the tax, provided the owaer 
himfelf fhould be unwilling or unable to buy. Cafes may oc- 
cur, in which the proprietor finds it inconvenient to make the 
advances neceflary for the redemption. Great pains, however, 
“have been taken to lighten this inconvenience.’ Every attention 
has been paid to give the land-holder all th: advantages confi(t- 
ent with the ultimate fuccefé. of the {cheme. It is of infinite 
importance td gain, during the war, every benefit which the 
meature is calculated to afford. Ic is of the utmolt importance 
to fecure that afliftance to credit, which will fupply us with 
the means of that refiftance which our independence, our. pro- 
perty, and our happinefscalf upon us to make, For this reae 
fon the land-holder ought to have no unlimited and exclufive 
privilege in the purchafe of his tax, though the terms will be 
{uch asto render it highly beneficial for him to become the 
purchafer himfelf. 1 enable him to take the benefit held out 
to him, every facility will be given him for railing money,and 
even fhould he lofe the firft opportunity of purchale, the re- 
demption of the tax will not be hopelefs.

The motion being read from the Chair, 

Mr Epwakps moved that thé refolution of laft year, 
for trufting the Lufinefs in the hands of Colonial Af 
femblies fhould be read, which being done, he argued 
that the Houfe could not, confiftently with that refolu- 
tion, accede to the prefent motion. No man was mote 
ftrenuous for the abolition of the Slave Trade than him- 
felf, but they differed totally as to the means. He had 
always thought that the abolition muft be gradual. 
From the extracts that had been read, the Hon. Gen- 

tleman appeared to be mifled. To his knowledge, 

many of the perfons, on whole evidence the. proceedings, 
were founded, had been driven from the Weit Indies 

for the infamy of their conduét. The offence, for 

which the Courts did not apppear to inflict an adequate 

punithment, he faid, happened antecedent to the ad, 

and it was afterwards found that the father who had. fo 

disfigured his child was infane.. It was the fudden ef.

{wer vo good end, and might produce mifchief. 

He next adverted to what had been faid upon the 
means ufed to procure, negroes in Africas and quoted 
the authorticy of Mr Parke to prove great part of the 
ftatement to be erroneous. . Thole who were expofed 
had ufually been guilty of fome crime, or had fallen in- 
to the power of another Prince by the chances of war, 
and were liable to fuffer death, It was therefore mer- 
cy to them to refcue them from their fate. To fe 
the immediate emancipation of the negroes, would in o- 
ther words, be to encourage rebellion and bloodfhed, 
and to plant the tree of liberty.on the planter’s graves, 
a tree, whofe roots would be fteeped in blood, ‘and 
whofe branches would drop poifon. He therefore op- 
pofed the motion. — 

The Cuancerror of the Excuequer ftated, that 
this being a fubjeét which had fo often, and for fo long 
a period of time, occupied the attention of that Houfe, 
and the public at large, he fhould not feel himfelf un-

If the mere queftion of humanity only, (but which, 
indeed, he thought, was in itfelf more than fufficient to 
{timulate it) was in agitation, and the intereft became a 
doubtful queftion, he thought a Britith Houfe of Com- 
mons could not ise: fubmit to fo d ing a branch, 
a mere branch of commerce, to involve its high cha- 
racter, as to allow itfelf to forfeit its’ own name, and 
that of a people, for continuing it, when: the voice of 
reafon cried loudly againit it. But this is not exactly 
the cafe; the queftion now before the Houfe fhould be 
regarded as a queftion relating to the very fafety of the 
iflands; either the flaves muft have their liberty, or 
they will have recourfe to rebellion to obtain it.
